this Pſalm. In the Eighth and three following Verſes 
its Extenſiveneſi is moſt beautifully and ſublimely ex-

To anſwer in the Words of an Angel, as; we find 
them rendered in our Bibles, it 1S/Good-ll towards 
Men: it is that eſpecial Benevolence, that Kindneſs, 
and Charity, which is indeed the very Life and Spirit 
of Cu nis r's Religion; without which whoſoever 
liveth is counted dead before Him.

both to their Bodies and their Souls? Never, per- 
haps, has there been a Time or Nation, in which 
there has been ſhewn ſuch an emulous Spirit of 
Charity, while new and voluntary Societies are al- 
moſt daily erecting themſelves, and contending as it 
were who ſhall moſt excel in doing Good; and 
that with ſuch an eagerneſs of Spirit, as if indeed 
each particular Benefactor to each Deſign, was him- 
ſelf to reap the Advantages: he beſtows on others: 
And bleſſed be our Gop, who is the Author of all 
* Goodneſs, that he hath poured into our Hearts that 
moſt excellent Gift of Charity, the very Bond of 
Peace and of all Virtues. But among all the In- 
ſtances which theſe Kingdoms have given of their 
extenſive Goodneſs, there is none, I: preſume, that 
can ſo juſtly claim our Attention, Praiſe or Encou- 
ragement, as that which has this Day occaſioned 
our aſſembling together: I ſhall be underſtood to 
mean the Proteſtant Working Schools: of Treland, de- 
ſigned and calculated for abating Popery, increaſing

. — thoſe Schools, in regard 
both 
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both to mir Method of Operation and to the Ob- 


jections which, either through Ignorance or W-will, 
have at any Time been raiſed" againſt their 


Inſtitution, have been ſo judieiouſly and ſo fully 


conſidered from this Place, that it may be as needleſs 
to go over again what has been already ſuid on theſe 
Subjects, as it would be difficult to add to it: There 
are ſome Particulars however in the Deſigi and Ten- 
deney of theſe Schools, which ſo exactiy correſpond 


and — with the prophetic Declaration in my 
Text, that after having fixed on the one we can hardly 


forbear taking Notice of the other; whereas by tak- 
ing Notice of them we ſhall fall perhaps on no impro- 
per Means of anſwering the Purpoſe of our preſent 
Meeting: And here the firſt: Particular that offers 
itſelf is, that the Deſign of theſe Schools tends in an 
eſpecial Manner to the fulfilling that Part of the 
Chriſtian Character, the bringing Peace to the Penple; 
and that whether we confine the Word Peace to its 
ſimple and original Meaning, or extend it, as uſually 
is done, to the ſignifying not only Nuit but Profperity 
in general. To ſpeak of it firſt in its more reſtrained 
Senſe.—It has been always found that a Diverſity of 
Profeſſions in Matters of Religion, even in Caſes 
where none of thoſe Profeſſions have been founded 


on cruel or perſecuting Principles, have nevertheleſs 


been generally attended with untoward Jealouſies, 
haſty Suſpicions, a thwarting of Interefts, and a 
variety of Inconveniences to the Puhlic . A Good 


man indeed and a pas will always treat a Dif- 
1 ference 
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— of Opinions in Religious Matters with Can- 
dour and Good-natute: he will pity perhaps all 
all thoſe whom he thinketh to be in Error; but he 
will not harraſs, perſecute or oppreſs them on that 
Account z and this doubtleſs is 4 way of Thinking 
that ſhould be cultivated: and improved as far as 
may be; but ſuch however is the Weakneſs of human 
Naturq, and ſuch. the Irregularity of its Paſſions, 
that it requires a peculiar Soundneſs of Judgment, 
as well as a moſt uncommon Command of Tem- 
per, to produce this Moderation: Experience in 


ſhort will tell us, that Heats and Animoſities are too 


apt to ariſe among the Generality of Mankind from 
Difference of Religions, though Malice and Perſecu · 
tion be not of the Nature of any of them: And if 
ſo, how much room muſt there be for fearing ſtill 
greater Miſchiets, if amongſt a Variety of Religions 
in the ſame Country, there thall be one whoſe Doc. 
trines and Principles carry in their very Eſſence an 
Hatred and Deteſtation of all ſuch as do not join in 
its Communion and embrace its Abſurdities; whoſe 
Arguments are Violence, whoſe Mercies are Cruelty, 
and which teacheth it as a Duty to ſerve Gop by 
deſtroying his Rational Creatures for being Rational, 
or, which is much the ſame, for uſing their Reaſon 
in thoſe Things in which it is of the utmoſt Impor- 
tance! Muſt not Diſcord and Confuſion be naturally 
expected to flow from ſuch a Caſe as this; unleſs by

Bur Bere I m aware that it Probably will be, 
as frequently, I know, it has been, objected, that the 
Danger we ſpeak of is merely imaginary; that to 


urge ſuch Danger is founding an Alam without 
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Reaſon, and cauſing Fear where no Fear is; ſince 
on looking back through a Courſe of about Seventy 
Vears it will appear, that although the Numbers of 
Papiſts in Feland have been at leaſt as great as we 
have ſuggeſted, yet has there been no Riſing againſt 
the State from that Quarter; no, not even at Times 
when Rebellions have been actually and openly car- 
rying on in other Parts of His Majeſty's Realms; 
that in their general Behaviour the Popiſh Inhabi- 
tants of that Kingdom are quiet and amenable to the 
Civil Government; and that it is unreaſonable there- 
fore to repreſent them as Perſons dangerous to the 
Public State; or likely to diſturb the Peace of a Na- 
tion: — But let us not conclude too faſt—The Fact 
is true, but the Argument is fallacious.— That they 
now are, and for ſome Years have been, quiet and 


amenable to the Civil Government, we will readily 


allow; but it may, we imagine, be as readily ac- 
counted for. They are numerous it is confeſſed, 


and ſo far conſiderable; but the Reins of Govern- 
ment are, thanked be our God, in the Hands of 


Proteſtants: He that is the Fountain of Power 
amongſt us, is the Defender of our Faith; whoſe 
Vicegerents, as well as all others who are in Autho-

Matters of Religion; to aſſign over all ſuch to eternal 


and inevitable Damnation; and from a Religious 


Principle to ſend them (as they muſt think) into that 
deplorable State, not only before their Time, but by 


the moſt horrid Tortures, and Inventions of Cruelty; 


Io look on Obedience to thoſe Powers under whoſe 


Protection and Government they live, as liable to be 


diſpenſed with by the Arrogance of a foreign Poten- 
tate; — or that on the other hand they ſhould he 
taught to believe, as in theſe Schools they are, that 
there is none true, none infallible, but one, that is 
Gop-; — that the Almighty has the ſole Right to our 
Adoration and Worſhip, and that none other ſhould: 
we ſerve ; — That They ſhall be turned back and /hall be 
greatly aſhamed” that truſt in graven Images, and that ſay 
to the molten Images ye are our Gods; — That when we 
appear before the Fudgment-ſeat every one will receive the 
Things done in his Body, according to that which He hath 
done, whether it beGood or Bad, without any Dependence

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on the Merits of other Men; That inſtead of hoping 
to purchaſe from Men an abſolute Remiſſion of Sins, 
or a free Indulgence in all manner of Wickedneſs, they 
be taught to believe, that Faith in CRS, ſincere 
Repentance, and Amendment of Life, are the only 
Gofpel-Conditions, on which a Sinner may build his 
Hopes of Salvation ; — That Chriſtianity is a Service 


not only reaſonable in the Practical Duties it requires, 


bat in its Artieles alſo of Faith clear from fightmg 
againſt the Evidence of our Senſes in Caſes ſubject 
to their Enquiry ; though inſiſting on Truths rela- 
tive to the Divine Nature, which are abovetheCom- 
henfion of our rational Faculties; — That every 
Man hath a Right to honeſt and fair Dealing from 
us, be his Religion what it may; and that we ſhould 
be ſo far from oppreſſing or deſtroying others on 
Aecount of their Religious Sentiments, that we are 
to kue our Enemies, to bleſs them that curſe us, to do Good 
to them that hate us, and pray for them that deſpitefully 
aſe us and perſecute us. That Men ſhould obey thoſe 
who rule over them, and that to is own Maſter ſhould 
every Man ffand or fall. | 


BRNHo D here the Difference between theſe two 
Syſtems of Religion- in the ſeveral Articles above 
mentioned; to which many more might be ſtill added. 
How naturally does the Righteouſneſs of the latter 
tend to the Honour of Gop, the Good of Society, 
and the Happineſs of Mankind, inſtead of robbing 
Gop of his Glory, private Perſons of their Lives or 

Liberty, 
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Liberty, and the Public of its Peace | This ſurely 
can never be a Matter of Indifference to a Nation ; 
for whatever Streſs may be laid on worldly Politics, 
or how much ſoever may be attributed to them in 
regard to the procuring National Felicity, we ſhall 
upon due Examination perceive that in whatſoever 


Country Religion has prevailed in its greateſt Purity, 
there has in general been found the moſt ſolid public 


Happineſs ; and that in this Senſe it is moſt, cer- 
tainly true that Righteouſneſs or true Religion exalteth 
a Nation; and that not only as it is the moſt likely 
Means to conciliate the Favour of the Almighty 
Being ; but from the eſpecial Countenance and En- 
forcement it gives to the Social Duties. This is a Po- 


ſition which will, I ſuppoſe, be hardly denied; and 


if granted, what a Recommendation does it afford 


to the Reformed Religion, ſince it is notorious to the 


whole World that Mens Lives, their Properties, and 


their Liberty, the greateſt of all National Bleſſings, 


are in no Countries ſo firmly ſecured, or fo fully 
enjoyed, as in thoſe where the Proteſtant Religion has 


an Aſcendant in the State : It will not therefore be. 


wondered at that we ſhould be thus ſolicitous for 
the Furtherance of thoſe Seminaries of Proteſtantiſm 
which are the Objects of our om Conſideration. 


Bur if, in the laſt Place, by Righteoufreſe in my 


Text is to be underſtood the Goodneſs, Benevolence 


and Generoſity of thoſe Perſons by whoſe ſeaſonable

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ſperity to a People are ſupported, —we muſt here with 
the utmoſt Gratitude acknowledge, that this Conſi- 
deration compleats the Analogy which theſe Schools 
bear to the Words of the Pſalmiſt; fince from the 
Mountains and the Hills it is that they are enabled to 
produce thoſe good Fruits which are expected from 
them. We acknowledge this, ſhall we ſay ? Yea, we 


boaſt of it. To be encouraged by the Worthy, to re- - 


ceive Countenance and Favour from the Great and 
from the Good, is ſuch a Recommendation of the 
Cauſe we labour in, as will juſtify our Boaſting : And 
what then ſhall forbid, but that our Gratitude and 
our Glorying go hand in hand, when we ſpeak of 
the Bounty that has flowed down upon us from 
Him who is as Tabor among the Mountains ; who hath 
thought it not enough that He at firſt gave Eſtabliſh- 
ment to the Deſign. of theſe Schools, by the Sanction 
of his Royal Authority; but hath endowed them alſo 
with a Munificence ſuitable both to his Regal and to 
his Perſonal Character? Or what ſhall reſtrain us 
when we rejoice in-that ample Teftimony, that ef- 
fectual Stamp of Public Approbation with which the 
Parliament of Ireland hath thought fit both to honour 
and aſſiſt us? Or what, laſtly, ſhall, impeach our 
Boaſting when we enumerate the Benefactions, Con- 
tributions and Legacies, which we have received from 
the Good and Charitable of every capable Rank and 
Condition of Men?

And we muſt with particular Gratitude obſerve, That the Parliament of Ireland

the whole Produce of thoſe Duties to the Uſe of the Charter; 'and that his Grace 

the Duke of Bedford, having at the opening of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament parti- 
cularly recommended theſe Schools, the Houſe of Commons was pleaſed to petition 
His Majeſty for Twelve thouſand Pounds, which he graciouſly granted for the Uſe 
of the Society; Five thouſand Pounds whereof are appropriated to the Building, &c. 
Four Nurſeries, one in each Province, for the Reception of One hundred Children, 
ſach as ſhall be too y to be admitted into the Charter Schools, there to remain till 
they ſhall be Six Years old, and then to be draughted into the Schools. 

By theſe ſeafonable Aids the Society have been enabled to extend their Schools 
into ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, through the Encouragement of divers Gentlemen 
and Bodies Corporate, who have given in Perpetuity one Acre of Land, fome of 
chem a greater Quantity, for the Site of a School on their Eſtates, beſides beneficial 
Leaſes of ſmall Farms contiguous to every School, to be cultivated and improved 
by the Labour of the Boys; particularly the Five Corporations of Dublin, Water- 
ford, Kilkenny, Caſhel, and Trim, who have generouſly made conſiderable Grants 
out of their Eſtates, for encouraging Schools in or near their reſpective Cities, as is 
more fully ſet forth in the yearly Abſtraft: — | | 

In Confequence whereof, the Society have under their preſent Care and Direction 
Forty Six Schools already opened, Five now Building, and Six reſolved to be im- 
mediately built, — in all Fifty Seven Schools; beſides a Charter Nurſery in 
a Houſe hired for that Uſe in Dublin, where Children ſent up from the Country in 
Rags, are cloathed, fed and taught, and attended by a Maſter, Miſtreſs, and Nurſe. 
This is a Sort of Store-houſe, from whence the Children are tranſplanted to the 
Country Schools as Occaſion requires, and has Accommodations for about One 
hundred Children in Number, all which are ſupported out of their ſlender Fund. 
The Society call it lender, becauſe it is comparatively fo, regard being had — 

i preſent 
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preſent Out-goings, and to the Myltitude of poor Popiſh Children yet unprovided 
for, who — Ten times that Number of Schools for a Succeflion of many 
. Years, if Means could be found to maintain them. 

But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors for carrying on this 
good Wark thus far, the Society would hope that it would not reſt here ; hut that God 
would put it into the Hearts of many other charitable Perſons to encourage theſe 
Schools, fince they can no where find fitter Objects. For Charity can never be car- 
ried higher, than to roſcue the Souls of Thouſands of poor Children from the Dangers | 
of Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, and their Bodies from the Miſeries of Idleneſs and 
Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to Particulars, but diffuſing it over a whole 
Nation; it is a Charity that will make thoſe who are at preſent à Nuſance and a 
Burden: to their Country, to become a Treaſure and a Blefling to it; that will make 
honeſt and induſtrious Men, of thoſe who would have been bred up in Thievery and 
Rags; it is a Charity that will multiply obedient and peaceable Subjects to the King, 
and render the Proteſtants of Ireland fafe in their Lives and Foſſeſſions. And it will 
for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſquietudes and Apprehenſions, which 
upon ſome former Conjunctures, have alarmed the Government and People of Eng- 
land, by reaſon of the near Neighbourhood of a formidable Body of Papiſts, devoted 
to the dee of Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſtigation of their Prieſts, or the ſecret 


Machinations of a forcign Enemy. | 
Theſe will be ſome of the h Effects of the Charter-Schools, if they can be 
ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they will be produced by Manns that 
cannot be liable to Cenſure or Objection; not by Force or Terror, not by Penal 
Lews and Proſecutions, which can only make Hypocrites ; but by the Innocent and 
gentle Means of enlightening and inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the 
pure Truths of the Goſpel, and leading chem early to that Fountain Head, which 
the Church of Rome has cruelly ſealed up. are the only Methods praftifed 
by the — as being to the Nature of Man, and to the Genius of the 
an Religion. | | In 
And for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapfing, the Society are v 
careful to tranſplant them originally to Schools remote from their Popiſh Parents — 
Relations, who would be apt to pervert them. F his Expedient, ſo eiſential to the 
obtaining the Ends of the Charter, chough it may have eſcaped public Cognizance, has 
proved an Article of no (mall Expence to the Society, and will continue ſo to be. 
If, after all, any Man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme for converting the 
poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that Purpoſe, he may eaſily be ſatisfied 
fram the Alarm it bas given to the Popiſh Prieſts, who haye more the Come 
munion, and refuſed Ahſolution to thoſe Parents, who have Juftered their Children 
to be received into the Charter-Sohools, though it be to ſays chem frc 1 in 
with Hunger and Nakedgeſ. This is à ain ConfeGon of their 4 Fears — 
Apgr henlans, that che Charter is layipg4he Axe to the Root of Popery, and will in 
its Progreſs accompliſh that Work by ſweet and inſenſible * has been 
too hard for coercive and penal Laws, in a Courſe of more than Fifty Vears.

The Society cannot part with this Subject, without offering one Hint to the Gen- 
tlemen of this Kingdom, which they do with the greateſt Deference and Tenderneſs. 
It is evident that the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this good Work has 
been remitted from England, to the Amount of 33302l. 148. 9d. to Nov. 1. 1758. 
given by Perſons, many of whom have no Intereſt in Ireland, nor Relation to it, but 
ſend over their Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, and for God's Sake, for 


vhich they can hope for no Reward but in the World to come. But the Caſe is very 
different with regard to the Gentlemen of Ireland; for as their Benefactions will be 


laid out in their own Country, and frequently upon their own Eſtates, the Money 
will circulate among their own Tenants, and in the End reimburſe the Donors : 
Every Popiſh Child turned out a Proteſtant from theſe Schools, will bring an Acceſſion 


of Strength to the Proteſtant Intereſt and of Wealth to the Kingdom, by the Labour 


of his Hands, So that if the Charter- Schools could be ſufficiently extended and dif- 


fuſed, they would be the Means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and uſeful Manu- 


factures; which muſt of courſe improve every Gentleman's Eſtate. bet 

The Society will conclude with this one Obſervation, -which/ they apprehend to be 
of conſiderable Importance, though little attended to; namely, that the Progreſs 
of theſe Schools muſt, in its natural Courſe, gradually aboliſh the great Number of 
Popiſn. Holidays, by means of which, - ſome hundred thouſands of working Hands 
are kept idle, and the Labour and Profit of them loſt to the public Stock for a con- 

This Damage, as little as it is-obſerved, yet upon a fair Calculation, will appear 
to be an aſtoniſhing Drawback from the Wealth and Strength of the Nation; for it 
eats like a Worm unſeen at the Root of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from 
Labour, and muſt languiſh with the Decreaſe of it. | | . 

It is manifeſt therefore, that the Increaſe of Proteſtant Hands, in Conſequence of 
theſe Schools, will remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeaking, cannot be done
